A new program for Army Avia­ 
tion Cadets in the Sixth Service 
( omraand, to become operative on 
March IO, 1943, iii which seventeen 
year olds may for the first time 
apply for Army flying training, 
was announced today by Major 
General H. S. Aurand, command- 
jn g the Service Command with 
headquarters in Chicago. 
The plan, which is two-fold, is 
as follows, Generald Aurand said: 
seventeen year olds may apply as 
Army Aviation Cadets. If success­ 
ful in their physical and mental ex­ 
aminations, they are enlisted in 
the Army Air Force Enlisted Re­ 
serve Corps. The physical exam­ 
ination is good for a 
period of 
ninety days. The successful appli­ 
cants are not called to active duty 
until they reach their eighteenth 
birthdays.

Reveals secret of 


food dehydration 


Dehydration — drying — one of 
the oldest known methods of food 
preservation, may return to favor 
with thousands of war-time house­ 
wives this summer as a result of 
experiments just completed by the 
Public Service Company of North­ 
ern Illinois. 
With food shortages becoming 
more critical and 
prospects of 
more and more items being added 
to the ration list, city and subur­ 
ban dwellers who have been har­ 
vesting their vegetables for a gen­ 
eration with a can-opener, will 
soon be turning to the spade, dig­ 
ging up back yards, vacant lots, 
and park plots to plant Victory 
gardens. 
The successful Victory garden­ 
ers will not only obtain fresh veg­ 
etables to balance their diets this 
summer, but thousands will have 
a surplus to preserve for next win­ 
ter’s use. It’s for this group that 
Miss O’Brien and the Public Ser­ 
vice experts have been doing their 
gas-oven research, now completed 
after months of painstaking ex­ 
periment. 
With canning equipment on the 
scarce list, they believe they have 
the answer to this year’s problem 
of food preservation for any house­ 
wife who has an ordinary gas 
range in her kitchen, as the pro­ 
cess they have developed uses no 
critical materials. The only thing 
needed, assuming you have the 
gas range oven to begin with, is a 
wood frame with some ordinary 
cotton curtain netting stretched 
over it. 
This 
home-made 
tray 
which holds the vegetables to be 
dehydrated, can be placed on top 
of the regular metal rack already 
in the oven and you’re all set to 
start dehydrating operations right 
in your own kitchen. 
Here’s all you have to do: 
(The process varies somewhat, 
depending on the kind of vege­ 
table.) 
1. Steam briefly the vegetables to 
be dehydrated, using a tightly 
covered container and suspend­ 
ing the vegetables above rap­ 
idly boiling water. (Steaming 
prevents enzymes from altering 
color, flavor, or texture of the 
food.) 
2. After 
steaming, 
remove 
the 
thin film of skin from the veg­ 
etables. (It will come off by 
just rubbing your fingers over 
it.) 


slices. (This hastens the drying 
process.) 
(Items 2 and 3 would apply only 
to carrots, beets, and similar 
roots 
— not to beans, leafy, 
green vegetables, etc.) 
4. Place the slices on the home­ 
made tray and put in the gas 
oven. 
5. Light the oven, leaving the 
oven door open eight inches 
(this 
permits 
air circulation 
necessary for proper dehydra­ 
tion) and bring the oven temp­ 
erature to 150 degrees F — no 
more. The vegetables will be 
completely and properly dehy­ 
drated in from 4 Mi to 6 hours 
if one tray is used — from 6 to 
8 hours if two trays are used. 
(Some vegetables take longer 
than others. 
Onions take 4% 
hours for one tray, 5% hours 
for two trays; beans and beets 
5 hours for one tray, 8 hours for 
two trays; peas, apples, and car­ 
rots 5% hours for one tray, 7 
hours for two trays; and spin­ 
ach 6 hours for 
one tray, 8 
hours for two trays.) 
6. After dehydration is completed, 
put the vegetables (nowT from 
1/4 to 1/9 their original size) 
in an air-tight container and 
store away for future use. (A 
glass 
jar or sealed 
paraffin 
paper bag will do. Public Ser­ 
vice has found that the sealed 
paraffin paper bag is practical 
as the food can be stored in 
bags according to size of meal 
servings desired. The bags can 
then be placed in a tight pop 
corn can or other container 
which should be kept in a cool, 
dark, dry place). 
7. To eat next winter, remove de­ 
hydrated food from container 
and soak in minimum of water 
until shape and size are re­ 
stored. (This takes about three 
hours.) 
Then cook as desired, 
using same water in which veg­ 
etable was soaked. Cooking time 
is cut in half because of original 
steaming. (Leafy, green veg­ 
etables need not be soaked but 
may 
be 
cooked 
immediately 
in small amount of water.) 
What about the cost? The aver­ 
age time for dehydrating is about 
six hours. At a 150 degree temp­ 
erature, a six-hour dehydration job 
will cost the average householder 
about six cents, or less than one 
cent per pound of vegetables. 
Vegetables dehydrated by the 


ues comparable with other metfr* 
ods of 
preservation. 
And the 
taste? ‘Just like fresh vegetables,1* 
say the researchers who have been 
eating the products of their own 
experiments. 
The company is planning to is­ 
sue booklets and other material 
detailing the dehydration process 
and to hold educational demonstra­ 
tions for housewives so that they 
will be experienced in this oldest 
of known methods of food preser­ 
vation come 
July, August, 
and 
September, when 
surplus vege­ 
tables from Victory gardens start 
rolling 
into 
northern 
Illinois 
kitchens.

Why I look only 


Pardon me for bragging, but I do look as young 


and can do as good work as a brand new electric iron. 


Of course, all the credit goes to my owner for 


giving me special wartime care. 


She knows that the materials ordinarily used to 
make electric irons are now needed for war production, 
so she’s making sure that I keep in good condition 
for the duration. 


I think it’s a swell idea, and suggest that 
you give your electric iron this care, too. 
Each time, after using the iron and it has 
cooled off, w ipe the sole plate with a damp 
cloth. If necessary, use soap suds or mild 
scouring powder, but don’t immerse the 
iron in water. 
Every month, rub the sole plate with 
paraffin or beeswax. 


lf your iron has a detachable cord, always 
plug the cord into the iron before plugging 
it into the wall outlet. 
When you’ve finished ironing,remove the 
plug from the outlet first, then from the 
iron. Never pull on the cord. 
And remember, don’t let the cord touch 
the hot iron or rub on the edge of the iron­ 
ing board. Either may wear off tha insulation.

Most cacas c carnaged irons are caused 
by dropping them. 
So make sure your ironing table is steady. 
Always rest the iron on the heel rest, 
the stand or the insulating pad. 
Another way to save wear and tear on 
your iron is to avoid running over buttons, 
hooks and other hard objects which may 
injure the sole plate. 


What I# something does go wrong? 
If your iron shows signs of overheating, 
have it inspected by a service man right away. 
If the iron fails to operate, before decid­ 
ing that it is out of order, make sure the 
plug is in, the appliance switch is on, and 
the outlet is “alive”. 
This little check-up may save you money 
and spare you some anxious moments.

Where Red Maple Grows 
The *ed maple grows from Canada 
to Florida and westward to Wiscon­ 
sin, Iowa and Texas. It is an ex­ 
ceptionally brilliant* tree, putting out 
red flowers early in the spring. In 
the fall the leaves turn a brilliant 
red or crimson. Red maple reaches 
its best development in Kentucky 
and Tennessee and nearby states.

Average m ature 
trees are about 70 feet high and two 
feet in diameter.

(By Earl Dean Howard, 
Area Rent Director) 
For Landlords: A room in a pri­ 
vate household, rented to / l “pay­ 
ing guest” must be registered with 
the rent director exactly as a 
rented house, apartm ent or hotel- 
room is registered. 
But the so­ 
called “non-eviction” sections of 
the rent regulation, barring the 
eviction of tenants except under 
specified circumstances, do not ap­ 
ply where there are less than three 
roomers in a private household. 
In such cases the roomers may be 
asked to leave whenever they be­ 
come unwelcome to the household- i 
or for any i^ason at all. lf there j 
are three or more roomers, differ- j 
ent rules apply. 
For Tenants: A new tenant mov­ 
ing into a house or apartm ent 
should ask for, and is entitled by 
law, to see and sign the landlord’s 
copy of the landlord’s registration 
statement. This statem ent shows 
the maximum legal rent the tenant 
should pay and the services to 
which the tenant is entitled. 
lf the landlord does not have 
a copy of his registration state­ 
ment or an order from the rent di­ 
rector adjusting the rent, he prob­ 
ably has not registered as re­ 
quired by law. 
Give Refunds 
Refunds totaling §19,901.50 were 
made in the last two weeks to ten­ 
ants of the Chicago Defense Rent­ 
al Area by landlords whose charges 
exceeded the March I, 1942 rent 
ceiling, it was announced today by 
John F. McCarthy, chief OPA rent 
attorney for Cook, Lake, Kane and 
DuPage counties. 
The 997 landlords involved had 
overcharged through ignorance or 
misunderstanding of the rent reg­ 
ulations, McCarthy said. 
He ex­ 
plained that landlords are called 
before enforcements attorneys in 
such cases, and after an explana­ 
tion of the regulations are given 
opportunity to make restitution to 
the tenants. Where evidence indi­ 
cates .that the violation has been 
deliberate, however, the rent office 
will take further action if the cir­ 
cumstances w arrant it, McCarthy 
emphasized. 
McCarthy also pointed out that 
a tenant, in each case of an over­ 
charge, may sue his landlord for 
three times the am ount of the over­ 
charge 
or 
$56, 
whichever 
is 
greater, plus attorney’s fees and 
court costs. 
OPA rent attorneys dosed 1 376; 
overcharge cases in the sast two j 
weeks after conferences with land-j 
lords, dismissing 379 in which no: 
actual violations were found. More I 
than 5,090 cases remain to be dis­ 
posed of by conferences, in addi­ 
tion to those requiring other types 
of action, McCarthy said.

Controlling Rust on Roof 
At the first sign of rust, says D. S. 
Weaver, extension agricultural en­ 
gineer of North Carolina State col­ 
lege, or when the roof shows dark 
discoloration, the galvanized roofing 
should be painted with metallic zinc 
paint. 
Before applying the paint, 
the roof should be put in good physi­ 
cal shape and all gutters and low 
places should be cleaned of fallen 
leaves and dirt. 
If the roof has 
been painted with any kind of paint 
previously, all loose and scaly parts 
must be removed with a wire brush, 
rinsing the roof with water, and al­ 
lowing it to dry-

The life of war-plant workers was 
much more difficult before the United 
Service Organizations tackled the 
I recreation 
problem. 
Now 
USO. 
through the National Young Wo- 
, men’s Christian 
Association 
and 
other member agencies, is fulfilling 
both functions for which it was 
founded at government request: pro­ 
viding service to men in uniform 
and to war production workers in 
overburdened 
communities. 
This 
helps build morale among men of 
the armed forces and the men and 
women fighting the battle of produc­ 
tion behind the lines. 
“Laughing workers are lasting 
workers” is its slogan for the fun 
i drive in war-plant towns. It provides 
play, sports and hobby programs for 
all work shifts at all hours. Dances, 
parties, amateur plays, moonlight 
fishing, handicrafts, sings, orches­ 
tras, 
shadow 
clubs, 
star-gazing 
groups, sunrise weenie roasts, cy- 
! cling parties and horseback rides 


are a few of the refreshing USO 
frolics at which war workers pay 
their own way. 
But fun planning is only half of 
the USO job. The bigger task is giv 
ing practical aid of a hundred kinds 
to whole families packed into bare 
rooms on cots, or into crowded hous 
ing projects without play space, or 
into bleak 
trailer colonies; 
and 
helping war workers who are forced 
to rent “hot beds”—beds that liter­ 
ally never have a chance to cool be­ 
cause they’re occupied around the 
clock in 8-hour shifts. To all these. 
to the old and ill, to ’ expectant 
mothers and lonely youngsters, USO 
brings aid and comfort. 
At a busy club in Illinois, trailer 
families use the kitchen when they 
entertain. A group of middle-aged 
men make themselves rice pudding 
once a week. 
Twenty-five lonely 
young men are now a Thursday 
Night Supper Club. 
And once a 
week a square dance is held, attend­ 
ed not only by war workers but by 
many townspeople as welL.

Even though we spent a good p a rt 
of the week before bringing trailor 
loads of equipm ent, grain, hay, etc. 
to the barn, we couidn’t bring the 
anim als until the final moving day 
In my w eariness and w aiting for 
the movers to arrive w ith our 
things, (will you please tell me why 
they are alw ays late ?) the sight 
of the van moving slowiy up the 
road followed by the old Chevy 
pulling a horse trailo r was a wel 
come and am using one. I was ju st 
tired enough 
so I didn’t 
care 
w hether anyone was here to share 
my laughter or not. I jhad a gooc 
loud laugh to an em pty room, anc 
the sound was startlin g , even 
little eerie! 
There was Bobby accompanied 
on the front seat of the Chevy 
by MacDuff w ith his ears pointed 
high and his loud barking giving 
forth the notice, or so it seemed 
to me, “well, here we are, w hat 
are you going to do about it? ” 
The back seat and floor was crowd­ 
ed w ith chickens and ducks; a few 
m anaging to stick their heads out 
of the gunny sacks to cackle and 
quack. Then the trailor which was 
attached to the car followed with 
Bonnie standing high over its side. 
I’ve decided there isn’t a haught­ 
ier looking anim al than a th o r­ 
oughbred horse. She looked every 
bit a queen w ith her head held so 
high, and her m antle (blanket) of 
brown draped over her back. 
There w asn’t room in the tra il­ 
er to bring D aisy-June or Clemen­ 
tine at th at tim e and it was just 
as well. Clemmy likes to kick now 
and then, and I im agine Bonnie 
could do her share of the sam e sort 
of thing if she had a mind to. We 
lost tw’o chickens in the move; one, 
poor thing, apparently had its neck 
broken and another escaped from 
Rob’s reach as she was taking them 
from the sacks to put in the chick­ 
en yard. 
She scam pered off and 
hasn’t been seen or heard of since. 
The rest of the m enagerie arrived 
unscathed. 
About the house; it is old, but 
of course, by this tim e you m ust 
think we have a passion for old 
houses. We have. Though this one 
isn’t as old as the farm house.

It has large sunny rooms 
and for a fam ily our size th at is 
delightful. We no longer bump in­ 
to each other as we pass in the 
upstairs hail. We are enjoying a 
fine heating system th a t gives us 
uniform tem perature all hours of 
the day and night. And Praise the 
Lord, (you can skip the am m uni­ 
tion) a hot bath with plenty of soft 
w ater can be had any m inute for 
the mere touch of a bathroom tap! 
As I ’ve said before, maybe g et­ 
ting along as our G randparent's 
did CAN be done, (I think we’ve 
proved th at fact) still, I do appre­ 
ciate having a bathroom again. It 
was the one, and perhaps only 
convenience th at I truly missed on 
the farm . The author o f ' We took 
to the Woods,” says she likes to 
think th at living as the pioneer 
F athers did, is an excellent way to 
develop character. And she, with 
her husband and little son, are do­ 
ing just th at, away up in the dense 
Maine forests. By the way, we did 
get such satisfaction in reading 
that book. It was so easy to com­ 
pare some of their situations with 
ours on the farm . But, enough of 
us! 
So, Dave has joined the Coast 
Guard Reserve! 
I think I have 
known all along how he has felt 
about this m atter of g etting right 
“in there and pitching,” 
but 
I 
agree w ith you th at he could face 
Davy and Louis’ question, “W hat 
did you do in the war, D addy?” 
w ith justifiable pride and w ith no 
rem orse of conscience if he ans­ 
wered in tru th , “I gave you a good 
and happy home. I gave the gov­ 
ernm ent all the funds I could spare 
to carry on the fight for justice. 
I gave all my extra time to fu r­ 
th er the good work 
in our com­ 
m unity. I helped in building a bet­ 
te r future for all the other little 
fellows like you.”

'Longer hours' real solution 
of local farm labor problem 


“ A fter meeting with numerous 
committees to consider the farm 
labor problem for 
1943,” says 
Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes, “we 
are certain of only one thing and 
th at is farm ers have little prospect 
fo r a supply of experienced labor 
this year. 
We have been asked 
and commanded to make demands 
th a t soldiers be deferred, farm ers 
be exempted, Mexicans be assured, 
etc, etc. 
All this has been done 
in a more effective way than we 
could do it individually. Through 
Dean H. P. Rusk a survey of a 
sample of farm ers from Cook, and 
all other counties of the state was 
made which showed a possible de­ 
crease in agricultural production 
of from IO to 20G . This report 
was sent in from this and other 
states which did get to the proper 
authorities. It was publicized and 
in our opinion, wa- the most ef-

“At a recent meeting Mr. D. A. 
Thompson, 
associate 
editor 
of 
Prairie Farm er asked, ‘Is there 
a real shortage of farm labor, or 
as some maintain is it imaginary, 
because most agencies report only 
a very small 
demand for farm 
help. W hat are the fa c ts ? ’ 


“Our answer was, 
There is a 
real shortage, and the reason why 
there are no large demands for help 
from farm ers are, first, if experi­ 
enced help were available farm ers 
would hire plenty of men. Again 
most of them cannot pay wages 
, some heip is asking. 
We agree 
that factories are taking inexperi­ 
enced 
help 
and 
training 
them. 
Farm ers have not had to deal with 
green help and they are not ac­ 
customed to training 
new 
help. 
Furtherm ore, factories have train­ 
ees on industrial jobs. It isn’t easy 
to train a man to milk or run a 
combine without cows and grain to 
cut. Also, the jobs on a farm vary 
through the day, and change with 
the seasons, The best farmers can 
do, which is what they will do as 
they did last year, is 
to put in 
longer hours, more farm women 
and children will work iii fields, 
and crops and livestock will get 
less attention. 
In other 
wolds, 
farm ers will still do more work 
themselves.’ 


“ It is our guess that some farm 
boys in service may be released for 
the crop year. This will be by ex­ 
ecutive order or legislation. Bear 
in mind this is a guess only. 
“This is the unhappy situation 
we face along with all industrial 
plants, inexperienced labor is nec­ 
essarily being used, and farm ers 
are faced with doing their best 
with such inexperienced 
help as 
they can get. 
Such help can be 
used to do manual work on farms, 
and many of these people do and 
can make good men for other jobs. 
The vegetable farm er 
has more 
hand work and can use these peo­ 
ple to better advantage than the 
dairyman. 
A rrangem ents are be­ 
ing made with suburban schools 
for help. There is lots of corn out 
in fields that the farm er cannot get 
shucked in time fo>- spring plow­ 
ing. There are some of these boys 
who can assist. 
Certainly they 
can’t do the work of an experi­ 
enced farm hand, but there are no 
farm hands. 
Mexicans have been 
promised but we are fearful th at 
they may not be so available as in 
the past. The University of Illi­ 
nois is assisting in bringing south­ 
ern Illinois boys and men up from 
low producing areas. This, in our 
opinion, offers the best bet for the 
dairyman. 
Let us know if you 
want such men.” 


Prides of mixed 


feeds slightly 


reduced by OPA 


Price ceilings recently imposed 
on mixed feeds by the OPA are 
unlikely to reduce prices m aterial­ 
ly, since the 
m anufacturer can 
take his form er m argin of profit, 
L. J. Norton, of the department 
of agricultural economics, Univers­ 
ity of Illinois College of Agricul­ 
ture, points out. 
The order provides th at a feed 
m anufacturer establish his m axi­ 
mum selling price for each indi­ 
vidual feed he manufactures by 
adding to the cost of ingredients 
(using ceiling prices when these 
are in effect) average margin be­ 
tween his selling and ingredient 
costs for the months of January, 
March, 
May, October, November 
and December, 1942. 
T h’s maximum price m ust be cal­ 
culated weekly and price lists fu r­ 
nished to retail dealers. Retailers 
m ay add to these maximum prices 
not more than $7.50 a ton plus any 
transportation costs paid by them. 
Custom mixers may charge for in- 
; gradients included in feeds they 
prepare a t maximum prices pre­ 
scribed to them by OPA regula­ 
tions or at the reasonable market 
value in case no max im urn price 
has been prescribed, plus S7.50 a 
ton on all ingredients so furnished. 
Costs of bags and transportation 
| paid by dealers may also be in- 
! eluded in the ingredient price. 
Except 
where 
retailers 
have 
added more than $7.50 a ton, it is 
fairly certain that this procedure 
will not substantially reduce costs 
of mixed feeds to farm ers. If the 
m anufacturer’s former m argin was 
high, it can continue to be high. 
Nothing in the order prevents high 
selling or advertising costs from 
being continued. Also high profit 
m argins can be continued on cer­ 
tain kinds of mixed feeds in which 
farm ers recognize special advant­ 
ages. 
Since each 
m anufacturer must 
post in his place of business, mail 
to all retailers and 
deliver to 
others on request a copy of his 
list prices computed weekly under 
the order, farm ers can check up 
approximately on retail margins. 
th e difference between this price 
and 
retail 
price represents 
the 
dealer’s m argin and 
transporta­ 
tion costs paid by him. The “W eek­ 
ly Feed Letter” issued by the U. 
S. Departm ent of Agriculture at 
Chicago, may be helpful, Norton 
adds.

Never at any time in the past 
have consumers 
and the public 
thought so much about our na­ 
tional food supply, says Miss Jean 
I. Simpson, associate professor of 
Tome economics. University of II- 
inois College of Agriculture. 
“Furtherm ore we 
have never 
lad occasion to ask ourselves how 
we shall m anage when the next 
restriction comes. Today what we 
do, where we go, what we eat, how 
we spend our motley is no longer a 
m atter of individual concern only. 
It is of importance to the entire 
world. 
W ar changes things for 
everybody, consumers included. 
“Our nation is faced with a stu­ 
pendous problem. It is obvious that 
if the v. ar is to be won everything 
possible must be done to supply 
adequate w ar materials. 
If price 
control aud rationing are to oper­ 
ate effectively as a war-time weap­ 
on against inflation every citizen 
m ust understand why it is neces­ 
sary, how it works and what he 
can do to help make it effective. 
W hat then is the homemaker’s re­ 
sponsibility ? 
“ It is more difficult for the Of­ 
fice of Price Administration to ex­ 
ercise control over household buy­ 
ers than it is over merchants, yet 
if price control and rationing are 
to work, homemakers m ust first 
of all aid in controlling black m ar­ 
kets. 
In order to do this they 


m ust refuse to pay more than the 
: ceiling price no m atter how much 
they desire a product. They must 
know what goods and services are 
controlled, how to check ceiling 
prices and what to do and how to 
do it if they find a product marked 
I above its ceiling price. 
Since it j 
will be necessary for the Office of 
Price 
Administration 
to 
change I 
regulations from time to time, ow­ 
ing to changes in costs, supplies1 
and needs, homemakers must keep 
informed as to new regulations and 
changes in ceilings. 
“ Probably the greatest help to 
wise buying during this emergency 
j is the rig h t attitude of mind — 
the ability to make quickly and 
cheerfully 
the 
adjustm ents 
and 
changes that are necessary. Home­ 
makers exert a tremendous power 
through 
their spending even 
in 
normal times. 
In wartime their 
decisions have great influence on 
morale as well as on the national 
economy*. 
If 
every 
homemaker 
looks upon buying wisely as one 
of the very important contributions 
she can make in our all-out effort 


I for victory, and follows through by 
i giving it enough thought and time 
I to do a good job, w artim e prices 
I can be kept under control, scarce 
i products can be distributed where 
; they are most needed and a safe 
- standard of living can be main­ 
tained for all our people.”

Plentiful foods 
must be included 
in daily menus 


Instead of stressing foods th at 
are 
scarce, 
homemakers 
should 
put more emphasis on foods which 
are available in as large amounts 
as we are likely to wrant them, ac­ 
cording to Miss Jean I. Simpson, 
associate professor of home econ­ 
omics, University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
Outstanding 
in this class are cereals. There is 
every prospect of ample crops both 
here and in Canada. 
“Given a choice, few of us would 
probably select cereals as the food 
to be emphasized. We would rather 
spend our dollars for meats, fruits, 
vegetables and dairy products. But 
at present we have little choice 
and it is hoped that we shall use 
plenty of cereals whether it is 
exactly to our liking or not. 
‘ As a group the whole-grained 
cereals have far more nutritive 
value than most people realize . . . 
they are rich in several important 
minerals and vitamins. 
Used as 
meat extenders, as breakfast food 
and in puddings as well as bread, 
large portions of cereals can be 
introduced into the diet without 
our being especially conscious of 
them. 
Recent 
information 
has 
been released th at all of our white 
bread will be enriched by the ad­ 
dition of some of the nutrients 
which are removed in the milling 
process. This is certainly a step 
forward. Nevertheless the origin­ 
al whole wheat itself is to be pre­ 
ferred, for in it is everything that 
wheat can contribute. 
“One of the most promising fea­ 
tures about our fruit and veg­ 
etable m arket is that in all prob­ 
ability we shall continue to have 
plenty of citrus fruits — oranges, 
grapefruit, lemons and tangerines. 
From the standpoint of good nu­ 
trition, 
as 
well 
as 
interesting 
meals, this w ill be a great boon to 
the homemaker. 
“There is no denying that we 
will have fewer varieties of fresh 
fruits and vegetables. The fact is 
already apparent. 
We have been 
so accustomed to getting into our 
menus 
interesting 
colors, 
tex­ 
tures and flavors by means of the 
different varieties that a great deal 
of interest will be lost when we 
have fewer of them. 
Our meals 
will no doubt be less exciting, but 
they need not be drab. 
“Perhaps this is a challenge to 
use the best methods for cooking 
and serving the few we shall con­ 
tinue to have. Let us do all we can 
to keep their nutritive value high. 
We should, of course, serve them 
raw just as often as possible. Any 
method 
of 
cooking, 
no 
m atter 
which one, involves some loss of 
nutritive value. 
When we cook 
them let’s avoid over-cooking and 
serve them as soon as they are 
done. If they are left over, store 
them carefully and, as often as 
possible, serve them without re- 
neating. lf they are reheated, use 
the shortest heating period pos­ 
sible, and little, it any, water; 
often a little butter or other fat 
may be added instead of ureter for 
reheating.”

Fertilizers Mr vegetable crops 
have 
been 
previously 
published. 
For field crops there are no restric­ 
tions on lime, rock or soluble phos- 
I phates, or potash, only on nitro­ 
gen carrying fertilizers. Only 50'a 
of the requirements may be taken 
out before April I, so as to give 
vegetable growers opportunity to 
get deliveries as such crops need 
nitrogen the most. 


No nitrogenous fertilizer is to be 
used on small grains to be harvest­ 
ed as grain. 


Nitrogen is allowed for hybrid 
corn for seed, soybeans (only if 
used in the past and at past rates), 
hemp, and flax. 


Experiment station recommend­ 
ations for Illinois are 1500 lbs. 
rock phosphate per acre for Cook 
county, or 500 lbs. super-phosphate 
(0-20-0) for legume crops before 
.seeding on legume 
sods plowed 
down for other crops. 


In peat soils or others low in 
potash, use a high potash fertil­ 
izer. 


Where manure is returned less 
I potash is needed than where it is 
j not. Use IOO to 150 ibs. hill drop- 
! ped or broadcasted for corn.

For soybeans in Cook county we 
suggest phosphate fertilizer about 
the same as corn, except it should 
be doubled if broadcast on the sur­ 
face. 


“That Cook county farm ers in­ 
tend to increase crops and livestock 
for 1943 is indicated from a sum­ 
mary of farm plans tabulated by 
the AAA office,” says Mr. ^ a r l 
Bonnet, chairman of the County

farms with 26,900 crop acres is 
more in the dairy areas than the 
vegetable.”

No community of sim ilar size in 
the state of Illinois has better fa ­ 
cilities for satisfying the normal 
instincts of American youth for

Arlington 
Heights. 
But they are facilities that could 
be made to contribute vastly more 
than they are contributing at pres­ 
ent, or ever have contributed, to 
the youth of this village, and thus 
be made to further fulfill a re- 
j sponsibility of education. 
The word responsibility is used 
with 
due 
thought. 
Statem ents 
from scores of qualified national 
leaders clearly point out that a 
vigorous athletic program in our 
schools is more than an education­ 
al 
concession 
to 
the 
thirst of 
American youth to compete. Ath­ 
letics have proven that they carry 
their lessons, too, and combined 
with the lessons of the classroom, 
make for the complete education 
that is desired for our youth — 
in war or in peace. 
It was General 
Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur 
who 
once 
wrote: 
“The 
training on the athletic field . . . 
produces in a superlative degree 
the attributes of fortitude, self­ 
control, resolution, courage, men­ 
tal agility and, of course, physical 
development . . .” 
Play to Win 
The distinguished educator, Dr. 
Howard L. Be vis, president of Ohio 
State University, the fourth larg­ 
est university in America, recently 
said: “Competitive sport properly 
conducted means two things — it 
means playing to win, and playing 
with due regard for your oppon­ 
ent. 
It means competition under 
law, the ideal of democracy. The 
sports program of America has 
contributed immeasurably to the 
mental and physical conditioning 
of our people.” 
H. V. Porter, the executive sec­ 
retary of the National Federation 
of State High School A thletic as­ 
sociations, commenting on a re­ 
cent survey by his office of the na­ 
tion’s high schools, was moved to 
rem ark: “Schools cannot afford to 
lose 
spectator 
interest 
in 
prep 
sports 
because 
that 
interest 
is 
really an interest in the youth of 
the community. It keeps the adults 
interested in young people •— in 
the development of youngsters.” 
Educators recognize that the at- 
I tributes athletics help develop are 
| equally valuable in time of war 
or peace — attributes’ that Mac­ 
Arthur lists as fortitude, self-con­ 
trol, 
resolution, courage, mental 
agility, physical development. 
If, 
because of present 
world 
condi­ 
tions, 
they 
are 
highly-desirable 
qualities sought by commanding 
officers in time of war, they are 
nonetheless desirable qualities in 
a youth that some day in the fu ­ 
ture again will come out of school 
to face, not war, but what we 
eiders are sometimes pleased to 
call: “the battle of life.” ' 


Must Prepare 
For the Future 


These, of course, are difficult 
times for schools . . . all schools. 
Teaching personnel is constantly 
shifting . . . students feel the 
weight of war, too. But no m atter 
the 
readjustm ents, 
we 
can 
feel 
confident that education will be 
carried forward through this per­ 
iod, and that it will be a greater 
force than ever in the post-war 
world.
